Home  economics  is  designed  lo  prepare  girls  for  the  fu- 
ture when  they  will  need  the  domestic  skills  of  home- 
making.  Not  only  do  the  girls  gain  knowledge  from  text- 
books but  they  also  gain  tnuch  experience  by  actually 
putting  their  skills  to  work. 


Shop  is  required  for  all  eighth  grade  boys  but  it  is  op- 
tional in  the  ninth.  This  course  is  designed  so  a  boy  can 
achieve  a  greater  understanding  of  woodworking,  metal, 
electronics,  and  drafting.  The  boys  get  a  chance  to  be 
creative,  but  they  are  also  gaining  experience  and  knowl- 
edge for  the  future. 


Students  Find  Their  Talent 
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In  seventh  grade,  every  student  is  required  to  take  home 
arts  for  nine  weeks.  Here  the\  become  familiar  Kith 
basic  tools  around  the  home.  Each  person  makes  a  home 
arts  notebook.  They  also  learn  such  skills  as  writing 
checks,  sewing  buttons,  and  hammering  nails.

Malhematics  in  the  eighth  grade  encompasses  a  variety 
of  topics,  such  as  geometry  and  an  introduction  to  alge- 
bra.

Ninth  grade  algebra  students  find  they  are  faced  with  in- 
creasingly more  puzzling  problems.  Mr.  Ransbottom 
helps  to  clarify  a  lengthy  equation  for  his  class.
